jojl, heard- unusual sounds 
coming 


from Nai'h's cell and on further in- 
vestigation found "tlie demented man 
in hie dangerous condition. The pris- 
oners reached 'through the cell bars 
and grasping his fcody held him M^h 
encush to remove the tension on 
Nash's neck. They called to the jail- 
er but he was not within hearing dis- 
tance. Another prisoner procured a 
razor ana cut th» strap 
IVash, al- 


though he could not have Leen hang- 
ing to the door lonsj, was nearly dead, 
but when water was applied to his 
face he scon revived. The rescue was 
carried oh by the prisoners without 
the knowledge of the turnkey. 


The prisoners stated to the Advo- 


cate that Nash would fyeeuently ask 
for a sun to kill himself, and they, 
presuming that it was a harmless de- 
s-ire of the demented man, promised 
to ret a znn for him. It would seem, 
that Nash at last despaired of setting 
a ?iin and took advantage of the only 
reraaining opportunity to end his 
life. 


Nash was taker to the Central asyl- 


lini at Columbus at 1 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon by Sheriff Anderson.

A bill to provide for a record of real 


estate titles by descent was introduced 
in the state seriate Tuesday by Senator 
L. B. Houck, of Mt. Vernon. The bill 
is of more than passing interest to 
Newark people, as it was drawn up by 
Attorneys Edward Kibler and A. A. 
Stasel and was introduced by Senator 
Houck at their request. 


The bill provides that before any 


real estate, the title to which shall 
have passed under the laws of descent, 
shall be transferred on the general fex 
duplicate in the auditor's office and be- 
fore any deed or conveyance of real 
estate made by an heir or next of kin 
of the ancestor, such heir or agent 
must present to the county auditor an 
affidavit of such heir, setting forth the 
date of the ancestor's death and the 
place of residence at the time of death, 
the names of all heirs next of kin and 
their addresses, who by his death in- 
herited the real estate and what por- 
tion of the real estate they are heir to. 
The auditor shall then endorse the af- 
fidavit and transfer the real estate in 
accordance with th eaffidavit. The affi- 
davit is to be recorded in the county 
recorder's office. 


In brief, the bill is for the purpose 


of curing the title of real estate where 
there is a break in the chain of title 
by descent.
